The Conversation between Mr. Johnson

and a * Distinguished Senator.”
Tur Associatod Press displayed 1ts usual
energy this morning in telegraphing the sub-
stance of & conversation between a distin-
guished Sevator and the President, which,
however, appeared in the Cincinnati Gazetle
nearly a week since. The subject-matter of
the despatch is, however, of deep political
interest, as any one familiar with the utter-
ances of Mr; Jogxsox cannot fail to percaive
in the article ample proofs of its authenticity.
The story which has been industriously circu-
latoed, that it is the intention of his Excellency
to veto the negro suffrage bill should it pass
both Houses, receives a confirmation in the
reported conversation.

“The President expressed the opinlon that
the agitation of the negro franchise question
in the District of Columbia at this time was
the mere entering wedge to the agitation of
the question throughout the States, and was
ill-timed, uncalled for, and calculated to do
great harm,"”

Whether the President or Congress is right
ia not a matter tor us to debate. The legality
of any action of the National Legislature rela-
tive to the status of the inhabitants of the
Distriet, cannot be denied. The question is
merely whether such an action would be
expedicnt. and in all questions of expediency
each is entitled to his own opinion. The issue
opened, should such a bill become a law, is a
wide and dangerous one. Whether it is right
to enter upon that fleld will be settled by
those in whom we repose perfect confldence,
and who, irom their official position, can get
a clearer view of the bearings of the subject
than can be acquired by a private citizen,

While, however, it seems almost certain
that the suffrage bill will not receive the
Executive sanction, the substance of the con-
versation would lead us to imagine that the
amendment reported by the Reconstruction
Committee will be assented to by Mr, Joay-
soN. For although “he did not deem any
amendment to the Constitution at all neces
sary at the present time,” yet should
such an amendment be desired by the Iouse
he thought that “there was none better than
a simple proposition, embraced in a fow lines
making in cach State the number of gualified

voters the basie of representation, and the |

value of property the basis of direct taxa-
tion.” The argument he uwsed was a power-
ful one, He says:—

“The qualiied voters wore, for the most part,
men who were enbject to dealt and enlistroent
when it was necessary to repel invasion, suppress
rebellion, and quell domestiv violence and tnsur
rection. They risk their lives, shed ther blood,
and peril their all to uphold the Governmont,
and give protection, security, and value to pro-
perty. It seemed but just that properiy should
compensate ior the benelits thus conlerred by
Ielruying the expenses imeident to its protoction
und enjoyment.”

We have thus before us the opinions of his
Excellency on the two moat vital questions of
the hour—one in opposition to & great step
in the political advancement, whether for
good or ill, we do not say,of a race hereto-
fore oppressed; the other in favor of the
equalization of suffrage influence between all
the sections of the country, Yet the opinions
pre s0 unofficially expressed as not to be
binding upon Mr. Jonxsox should further
developments compel him to change his views
in relation to thelr propricty., Those who
have been prophesying a division of the Union
party, and a difference betweoen the Legislative
and Exenutive branches of the Government
o the question of representation, ara doomed
to disappointment. There will be nodivision,
for all, conscientiously working to accomplish
the common good, will yield all personal dif-
lerences to promote the advancement of our
national cause,

The “London Times” in Trouble.
T KEoglish escutcheon bears upon it mn
apparently bellicose lion, and we imagine
that the Loudon Times should have placed
upon its coat-ol-arms the effigv of a growling
bear. Nothing Amerioan satisfles the ' Thun-
derer.,” During the progress of the war it
continuelly assured the readers of its sheoct
that the estublishment of a Southern Con-
jederacy was altogether inevitable, and when
the seene closed, It turned upon its protege
sud pbused It roundly for proving Its vatici-

nations false. ‘The last subject that has
excited ita wrath Is possibility of" the
United States securing too much eredit In
Europe, and thus be placed in a condition to
repudiate its forelgn debt. The great organ
Is evidently amazed that a young nation
should have paid all the expenses of & war
such as never entered the brain of John Bull to

comparative prosperity., It has not as yet
appreciated the fact that all our cltizens are
part and parcel of the Government, and ars
personally interested in its support. It for-
gets that we have no privileged class charged
with the duty of attending to our public
affairs, and that It is not impossible that the
hod-carrier of to-day may be the chisl execu-
tive of to-morrow, For instance, our Presi-
dent now in office is not only sound on the
goose, but from early experience is familiar
with the use of that implement. That he
was an cxcellent taillor does not seem to have
unfitted him for the discharge of the roponsi-
ble duties of the chief magistracy.

The American people are a unit as far as
public affairs are concerned. The Indebled-
nesy of the nation is In common. The credit
of each one is involved, and every citizen
owes his pro rata share of our governmental
linbilities, As a general rule, we pay our
honest debis about as promptly as any other
pation upon the face of the globe. We have
suflicient internal resources not only to pay
all we owe, but to take a lien upon the Bri-
tish Empire, though the sun never sats upon
ita domain, and its mornilng drum-beat is
heard around the world, For years past, our
staples have kept the spindles of England in
motion, and it will not be very long before the
game state of clrcumstances will again exist,
The keels and bottoms of thousands of their
merchant marine are of American growth and
Yankee construction. Our inexaaustible
mines have furnished them with tons of gold
end silver, used at times to fit out and appoint
blockade-runners and privateers, We owe
nothing to England except a recollection of
wrong, and we hope the time is coming when
we will be able to lquidate the bill

The Times need not grow over-anxioas
about our ability to pay for everything that
we buy. We are already in the van of pa-
tions, and the temporary clouds and darkness
that have surrounded us have vanished in the
light of a glorious day. What we owe I8 to
our own people, and they do not betray any
particular distrust of the securities, If the
brilliant editor of the Times should happen to
step into the banking establishment of JAy
Cooxe & Co,, and observe the men, women,
and children who are investing their money
in the bonds of the United States, he would
obtain a new insight into the feeling which
our people have in regard to the credit of the
patien. The utmost farthing now in the
country would be pledged rather than see our
reputation sufler for a single moment.

THE LEGAL COVERING to a plece of gi-
gantic swindling was removed by Mr. BAMUEL
G. Kixag, on Thursday, On it we briefly
commented yestecday, but the size of the at-
tempt demands that It be lald betore the pub-
lic as an instance of cool indifference to
justice, and the ease with which the people's
money may be appropriated to other than
proper uses. It would seem that certain un-
occupled territory in the mneighborhood of
Lemon Hill and the ash-flelds of Fairmount
was taken by the city for public purposes
The land, at the time of taking by the au-
thorities, was lying idle, covered with the
refuse of the neighborhood, and totally un-
productive. It there was any portion not in
this condition it was an exception to the rule.
It would not pay its taxes, and no one was
proud or dezirous of being Its owner. Such
was its condition belore a turn of the wheel
of fortune made it valuable, The result s,
that a change has come over the spirit of their
dreams, and a large number of our well-
|I known citizens suddenly appear as owners,
| How long have the title-deeds for the lands
1 been o their possession? Was the right of

ownership secured by these gentlemen before
or after the intention of the city was ex-
pressed? On the Assessors’ books, where the
rate of taxation s dewermined, the property

wns declared to be worth 850,000, Suoch
| was the declared value as annonnced by
| the owners themsclves., Instead of taking
their assessment as the rate of payment, a
jury of inteliigent citizens must be selected,
with a view to getting a more just valuation,
These twelve peers reported that the barren
wastes were worth nearly half & million of
dollars, or ten times as much as thelr owners

pald taxes on. How much did this disinter-
ested jury receive in hard cash from the

interested parties for this extortlonate valua-
tion? Let us know it ten per cent. on the
advance would be d emed a falr payment?
Avy statistics relative to the purchase of
jurors will be of Interest. Whatever may
have been the cause,the consequence is a
swindle of the treasury out of au immense
sum of money, provided the arrnugement be
adopted, It is emphatically the duty of Coun-
cils to checkmate this little game, and protect
the people. And it is equally the duty
of the city nutborities to see that these
property owners are prosecuted for paying
taxes on but filty thousand dollars, when by
their own acknowledgment their possessions
are worth ten times th's sum. What horrible
convulsions the land has been subjected to in
order that it might be damaged to ten times
its worth, is unknown ; but as it is more than
probable that the value of all property in the
nelghborbood will be incrensel by such an
| netion, and as It Is not unlikely that the own-
ers of the damaged land are owners of the
1eal estate near by, we think that it would
not be unjust to pay them nothing more than
the assessed fifty thowsand dollars. The sue-
